In the mean time , that Learned Man has thought fie 
to put out this Colleétion of Greek Pieces, which were 
never made publick. 


I. In the firft place, the Reader will find CCXXVIITI. 
Epigrams of St. Gregory Nazianzen. Moft of them are 
taken from a Manutcript of the Ambrofian Library at 
Milan, above Seven Hundred Years old. Others have 
been communicated to M. Muratori, by M. Bovin Library. 
Keeper to the King of France, by M. Salvini Profeflor of 
the Greek Tongue at Florence, and by the Abbot del Miro, 
Keener of the Vatican Library Thofe Epigrams are not 
equally beautiful : Some of them were made in Hafte, 
and without any great Labour. Others were not writ- 
ten by St. Gregory Nazianzen, tho’ they are afcribed to 
him. The Editor has illuftrated moft of thofe Epigrams 
with Critical and Hiftorical Notes. There are 135 
compofed in Praife of feveral Verfons deceas’d. Ma- 
ny concern one and the fame Perfon ; and there are Fifty 
upon St. Gregery’s Mother. That Father inveighs, in fe.

veral Epigrams, againft thofe who broke open the Graves : 
In others, he exclaims againft the dgapeti and Agapete, 
and chofe who made merry in the Churches of the Mar- 
tyrs. The other Epigrams concern Jefus Chriff, and 
fome Virtues and Vices. The following Epigram upon 
the Death of Eupbemius , a Learned and Amiable Young 
Man, appears the moft elegant to M. Muratori.

There is in the Ambrofian Library a Manufcript of an 
Anonymous Scholiaft upon the Verfes of St. Gregory Na- 
zianzen. That Scholiaft was never printed. M. Mara- 
tori has inferted a Specimen of his Work in Page 208. 
and the following. 


If. The Editor has publith’d out of the fame Library, 
XLV. Epiftles of Firmu , Bifhop of Cefarea in Cappado- 
cia. That Bifhop affifted at the Gouneil of Ephefus in the 
Year 431. and died in 439. None of his Works was 
ever printed before. Tho’ thefe Letters are written in a 
familiar Style, and contain nothing that is remarkable, 
they will not be unacceptable to the Lovers of Philo- 


logy. 


IlI. There are in this Colle&tion Four Letters of Julian 
the Apoftate. Inthe firft, that Emperor defires the Inha. 
bitants of Alexandria to fend him an Obelisk, chat lay 
upon the Sea-fhore , to be fect up at Conftantinople. The 
Beginning of that Letter had been publifh’d by Rigal. 
tius, Petaviws, and the Illuftrious Baron DE SP AN- 
HEIM, lately deceafed. 

The Second Letter contains an Edi&, whereby that 
Emperor forbids the People to make any Acclamations at 
his Coming intoa Temple. The Third was written toa 
Painter; and the Fourth to Arfaces, King of Armenia, 
of whom he demands fome Succours againft the Perfians, 
in a very imperious manner. This Letcer has beea mene 
tion'’d by Sozomen. 


IV. The Editor has inferted in this Colle&tion an E- 
piftle to Diomyfius, de Incarnatione Chrifti.

T he 
Learned Mr. Dodwed has enlarged upon this Subject , in 
one of his D:ffertationes Cyprianice. 

>. In the Second Differtation, the Author difcourfes 
of the Suppreflion of the Agape, or Feafts that were 
formerly celebrated in Honour of the Martyrs, He 
thews, that they were inftituted out cf Indulgence for 
the Heathens newly converted to Chriftianity, who had 
been ufed to Sacred Feafts ; and that they were after- 
wards wholly fupprefs'd, by reafon of the Drunkennefs 
and Luxury occalion’d by them. There is, at the End 
of this Differtation a judicious Obfervation, which 
might be of fome Ufe to the Church of Rome. Ex hus, 
13 s M. Murator’, a {cimus, ne eos quidem ritus interdum in 
Ecclefia Det fercndis @f€, qui, tametfi a pictate originem 
babeant, abujilus tamen wimits contaminantur. 
3. The Third Diflertation runs upon the Cuftom of 
Burying the Dead in Churches.

4. In the Fourth Differtation , M. Muratori fhews, 
thar the abovemention’d Letter to Déonyfins is falfely 
afcribed to Pope juliasI.

lows the Opinion of Sirmondus. He mentions a Piece 
of St. Gregory Noffim, written againft Apodinaris ; where- 
by it appears, that the Errors charged upon him by that

A DESCRIPTION of the Great 
Work, painted in the New Chapel of 
Vertailles, Zy MM. Jouvenet, heretofore 
Direclor of the Royal Academy of Paint- 
ing and Sculpture. 


HIS Great Work, which takes up the greateft Part 

of the Vault, is above the King’s Gallery that faces 
the Altar : The coming down of the Holy Ghoft is the 
Subje& of it. To reprefent that Myftery in a manner 
fuitable to its Greatnefs, M. Jouvenet made ufe of the 
moft ingenious Contrivances his Art could afford him, 
without departing from Truth, which ought to be invio- 
lably obferved upon fuch an Occafion. 

That Work confifts of Two Principal Parts , reunited 
by the fame Spirit, and lighted by a fingle Light. 

“In the firft, which fills up the large extent of the 
Vault, he placed in the higheit Part the Holy Ghoft, un- 
der the fhape of a Dove, according to cuftom, and made 
it his luminous Point to light all the other Objeéts of the 
Pifture. Several Groups of Angels, who are fuppofed 
to attend the Deity, fhew by their different Attitudes and 
Expreffions , their Adoration, Refpe& , and Humility. 
The Choice of the Draperies and the Variety of their 
Colours, partaking of the Brightnefs that proceeds from 
the Holy Ghoft, make the Spectators fenfible of the Har- 
mony that is among them. 

Tho’ a Painter may take a great Latitude as well as a 
Poet, M. jowvenmet has not aflign’d any particular Fundi- 
ons to the Angels, having only pitch’d upon thofe, that 
might contribute to difcover the Greatneis of the Myfte- 
ry. This excellent Artift, far from imitating the great 
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Liberty of moft Painters in this fort of Glory, has not re. 
prefented the Angels difcourfing together,or with ftrain'3 
Attitudes, to improve the Artifice of a contrafted De. 
fign. He was contented with the Expreffions juft noy- 
mention’d, to which he has added the moft peiteé Ide. 
of Beauty, that are proper to reprefent thole excellen: 
Creatures which make the Ornament of Heaven. 

His great Skill in the Art he-profefles, enabled him to 
beftow upon the Cloudsan Agitation, which expreffes th. 
fudden Noife and Wind, attending the Defcent of the 
Holy Ghoft. One of the moft difficult things in Painting 
is to make the Spectator perceive a Motion in thofe Op. 
jetts, that appear fixed tothe Eye. To perform fuch , 
wonder, a Painter muft have recourfe to the Variety o¢ 
Strokes, the Order and Greatnefs of Maffes, the difz_ 
rence of Colours, and the Ingenious Oppofitions of Lights 
and Shades, which ftriking upon our Eyes , produce thar 
admirable [lufion by their Agreement, and make us per. 
ceive a Motion like that of Objeéts that are really mo. 
ved : Which may be alfo pratticed upon Clouds , though 
their Contours are undetermined. ms 

The Light coming down from the Vault through 4 
Jearned and natural Degradation with fiery Tongues, ang 
difcovering a vaft Extent between the luminous Pointand 
the Objects lighted by it at the other Extremity, produces 
a glorious Spectacle, which raifes Admiration, inipires 
Fear, Love and Refpe& , and heightens the Courage, 
This has been reprefented by the Figures placed at the 
lower end of the Pitture , which make up the fecond 
Part of ir. 

A piece of ArchiteGture appears in the middle , repre. 
fenting the infide of the Room where the Apoftles met. 
The Holy Virgin ftands in the Center of the Scene. Her 
Attitude is Great and Noble: It expreiles a fedate Tran. 
{port of Joy, proceeding from the Love of God, with 
which her Heart was filld. Some other Women are 
placed by her ; one of which, in an Egyptian Drets, ftoops 
in her Prefence. 

St. Peter fits upon a Step on the Right Hand of the Vir. 
gin : He ftretches out one of his Legs , which by the 
Rules of Opticks and Perfpective does fo jut out of the 
Picture, that one cant forbear being furprized at ic, But 
the Painter not contented to make a Figure, that might 
pleafe the Learned, was befides willing it fhould contti- 
bute to improve his Subject: And therefore he has placed 
that Saint in a fitting Pofture ; and yet he feems to rife up 
to Heaven by the Fervency of his Devotion, as it appears 
from the holding up of his Head,the joyning of hisHands, 
and the Quicknets of his Looks. 

The Figure of St. Johu is another Mafter-Piece. That 
Beloved Difciple difcovers his great Zeal, by rifing at 
that very Moment to go and proclaim the Wonders he has 
feen: And to make the Spectators fenfible that he leaves 
the Aflembly , that Figure feems tO go out of the Pj. 
éture. Its Motion makes a Contraft with the Sedarenefs 
of the heavenly Choir, which gives it a new Degree of 
Vivacity. 

Nothing could be more proper to fet off the Vivacity 
of that Apoftle, than the Rapture of a young Woman 
placed on his Right Hand, kneeling with one Knee, 
{tretching out her Hands, and full of Joy and Admirati- 
on. Her Beauty, her Dignity, and the Magnificence of 
her Cloaths, render the Motions of her Heart the more 
fenfible, becaufe they are more moving when added to 
the natural Gracefulnefs of a Perfon of Quality. That 
Figure contributes alfo to the Richnefs of this Work by 
its Oppofition to the Simplicity of the Apoftles ; and tho’ 
it improves the Art, it makes no Alteration in the Truth 
of Hiftory. Thofe Figures are not Epifodick, but truly 
belong to the Subject ; fince we read in the 4s of the A 
pofles, Chap. I. v. 14. that being gone up into an uppet 
Room, they al continued with one accord in Prayer and Supe 
plication, with the Women, and Mary the Mother of Fefus, and 
with his Brethren. 

The Author of this Work, being willing to difcovet 
his great Skill,efpecially in the Art of Drawing,has placed 
between the Angle of the Vault, and the foregoing Fi 
gure, that of a Difciple, which produces an admirable 
kffect. The Attitude of this Figure is wholly different 
from thatof the other. °*Tis a bold forefhorten’d Piece * 
Tho’ it takes up but Two Foot and a half, it feems to be 
Seven Foot high : Which may be of great Ufe to reach 
young Painters the Perfection of their Art, and raifes the 
Admiration of the Learned, There 
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 ‘Thereis a great Variety throughout this Work. Next 
to that Diiciple, a Woman upon her Knees, lifting up 
her Arms and her Eyes, implores the Affiftance of Grace ; 
and another Difciple fitting by her receives the Fulnefs of 
it. Laftly, a halt naked Picture has been added here for 
a greater Variety. 

On the other fide, and on the left Hand of the Virgin, 
there is a Difciple upon his Knees, ftretching out one of 
his Arms, with an admirable Arrirude. 

A venerable old Man, reprefenting St. 4ndrew , hold- 
ing up his Arms and his Head, appears behind that Fi- 
gure in an admirable Rapture mixed with Tendernefs : 
And a Young Boy near him joyns his Hands, and lifts up 
his Eyes to Heaven as the Fountain of his Happinefs. 
One may obferve from thefe Two Figures, that the Con- 
tiaft, which appears every where, is taken fometimes from 
the various Attitudes, and fometimes from the different 
Ages ;dometimes from the Sex, or the Ornament of the 
Draperies, from the Lights and Shades , and from the 
Vanity of the Defign or Expreflion ; as it appears from 
thefe Iwo Figures : The old Man being more fedate than 
the young Boy, fhews in his old Age that he has a greater 
Experience of the Divine Grace, and is more ufed to feel 
the Effests of it. 

In the next Place there is a Man fitting upon a Step, 
and a tall Woman ftanding in a rich Apparel, who to 
keep off the Brightnels of the Light, holds one Hand be- 
fore her Eyes : fhe difcovers an Air of Modefty, and ap- 
pears in a Meditation. Thofe Two Figures are repre- 
dented ina kind of Lewantin Drefs. 

But becaufe one may eafily rhink,that the fudden Neife 
of the Wind, which attended the Defcent of the Holy 
Ghoft, filld the Minds of fome weak Perfons with Fear 
and Terror ;the Painter has reprefented a ftaggering Fi- 
yure, held up by a charitable young Boy , which makes a 
Contraft of Expreflions and Attitudes, and at the fame 
time brings into one’s Thoughts the Agitation of the 
Clouds, which is made fenfible by the effect it had upon 
thofe that were frighted at ic. 

To fhew the principal Operations of the Divine Grace, 
according to the different Charatters of Men , M. Jouve- 
net has placed on the fide of the Vault near the Angle, a 
Man fitting and leaning backwards, holding up his Eyes 
to Heaven, and wholly taken up with Admiration. A 
tall Maid appears next to him, in a white Drapery, ex- 
prefling the EffeCts of the Divine Love upon an Innocent 
Soul. Inthe next Place, there is an Apoftle ftanding, 
ina Pofture of Adoration, which being an Effe& of his 
Knowledge of the Myttery, reunites Two Adtions into 
one. 

This gave the Painter occafion to place another Figure 
next to and lower than the laft : It reprefents a Man fit. 
ting and recollecting himfelf, as if he was meditating up- 
on the wonderful Bleflings which God beltows upon 
Men. 

Laftly : Becaufe we read in the és of the Apoftles, 
that a great Number of Difciples met in the fame place, 
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ceived. J 

Every thing is in Motion by the various Attitudes 
and Expreflions of Colours, by the Diftribution of the 
Light, and a happy Choice of the principal Effe&s chat 
were produced by the Defcent of the Holy Ghoft among 
thofe few Ele&, defign’'d to make others partake of che 
Grace beftowed upon them. 

The Holy Virgin Crowned with Glory , and the 
Heavens open’d, fhew us what will be the End of our 
Labours. St. John is fetting out to difcharge rhe Duties 
cf his Miffion. Charity lends a helping Hand to the 
weak. Men of all Conditions have a plentiful Share in 
the fame Bleflings. The Contempt of worldly Things 
appears by the Rapture of the Mind fixed upon Hea- 
ven ; and the Ignorant are enabled to underftand the 
greateft Myfteries. 

Some worfhip the Author of their HappinefS ; whilft 
others, recolleGing themfelves, are wholly intent upon 
Meditation. Refpe&, Love, Admiration and Faith, reign 
in all the Members of that New Church. 

A Work confifting of fo many Effential Parts of the 
Art of Painting, I mean the Correction of the Defign, a 
true Expreflion proper for the Subje&, the Variety of 
Attitudes fuited to the Perfons that are reprefented , the 
Harmony of Colours, and the Diftribution of Lights, the 
Unity of the Groups animated with the fame Spirit, and 
the Vivacity diffufed thro’ the whole Pi&ture : A Work, 
that Ieaves no Room for any Guefs; a Work, I fay, 
of this Nature, and thofe of the other Mafters, who had . 
a Hand in beautifying fucha Sacred Place, wil! doubtlefs 
tran{mit to furure Ages the Glory, which the famous A- 
cademy of Painting has acquir'd above all others in Europe, 
and perhaps inthe whole World. 

Here I find a proper Occafion of anfwering an impor. 
tant Objection againft the Parallel between Painting and 
Poetry. Some maintain, that Poetry exprefles by Words 
fome General Maxims , which cannot be underflood by 
Figures, that is, by the Defign and Colours, which ree 
prefent only Individual Beings. 

But I dare affirm, that an Allegory may attain to that 
Degree of Perfection in Poetry ; and that it becomes an 
Univerfal Language, provided it be clear, and that the 
Bodies pitch’d upon be generally admitted , as the Lan. 
guage of a Country. ‘The Senfe of an Allegory will 
be more or lefs extended, as it is more or lefs compofed 
of different Figures; for the Figures are the Words, or 
the Alphabet of that Difcourfe. No clearer Inftance can 
be given of it, than the Subje& of this Picture,

Love of the Angels for the Daughters of Men, and the 
Birth of the Giants.

Adami Cortreji Corpus Juris Publici S. Romani Imperii 
Germanici. Tomus IV. Lipfie, 1710. Fol. 


This Volumie contains, among other Things, an Ac- 
count of the famous Difpure concerning the Ninth Ele- 
€torate. In the Year 1692. the late Emperor refolved, 
with the Confent of the Electors of Mentz, Bavaria, 
Saxony and Brandenburg, to admit Erneftus pe ph Duke of 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg, into the Number of the Electors. 
Whereupon feveral Difficulties were ftarted by the Ele- 
&ors of Triers and Cologne, by the Ele&tor Palatin, and 
many Princes of the Empire, viz. the King of Denmark, 
as Duke of Holfein, the Bifhops of Wurtsburg and Mun- 
fer, the Dukes of Saxony of the Erneftin Line, the Dukes 
of Brunfwick and Lunenburg, of the Line of Wolfembutel, 
@c. This Conteftation ran upon Tevo Queftions, 
xy. Whether the Number of the Ele&tors could be in- 
creafed , without breaking the Laws of the Empire ? 
2. Whether, in fuch a Cafe, the Princes had a Right 
to give their Votes, as well as the Electors? Thofe, 
who denied the firft Queftion, alledged the Treaty of 
the Peace of Ofmabrag, ( Art. IV. Set.9.) importing, 
That if the Houfe of Bavaria fhould fail, the Eighth E- 
reftorate, eretted under the Emperor Ferdinand II. fhould 
be wholly extin&. Befides, they alledged the Preamble 
of the Golden Bull, wherein the Seven Ele&ors are faid 
to be Seven Candlefticks, fhining in the Unity of the Spirit, 
by which the Sacred Empire ought to be illuminated. To 
which the Catholick Princes added, That the Proteftant 
Religion would & a very great Advantage by it. In 
Anfwer to thofe Obje&tions, it was faid, 1. That a Ninth 
Electorate was not againft, but above the Laws of the 
Empire ; and that if it were not lawful to go beyond the 
Conftitutions of the Empire, the Eighth Electorate could 
not have been admitted. 2. That the new Eleorate 
could not be we aagaeer to the Catholick Religion , 
fince the Proteftants would have only the Third Pare 
of the Suffrages in the EleGtoral College. 3. That the 
Troops, which the Houfe of Brunjwick offer’d upon 
thofe Terms, were neceflary to carry on the War againft 

the Turks, and for the Safety of the Empire and of all 
Chrifiendom. Thofe, who maintain’d that the Confent 
of the whole Empire was requifite in that Affair, went 
upon this Argument; That the Golden Bull, and the Peace 
of Munfier and Ofnabrug, had been made with the Confent 
of all che States. It was anfwer'd, That there are many 
Things in the Publick Laws, eftablith’d with a general 
Confent, which belong only to the Cognizance of the 
Emperor and the Eleftoral College. Thus the Princes of 
the Empire gave their Votes at the Peace of Ofnabrug, 
concerning the Calling of Diets ; and yet they are appoint- 
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ed by the Emperor, who acquaints none but the EleQors 
with it. @c. The Ecclefiaftical Princes, feeing that the 
Emperor perfifted in his Defign, had recourfe to the 
Pope’s Authority, and infifted chiefly upon this Argument, 
That the Church would be in Danger. At laft, towards 
the latter end of the Year 1699. it was decreed, with the 
unanimous Confent of all the Eleétors, that a Ninth 
EleGorate fhould be ereéted in the Iluftrious Houfe of 
Brunfwick. The Introduction of the New Eleor into 
the Ele&toral College, was put off for fome Years ; be. 
caufe the Princes of the Empire were not fully fatisfied : 
But in the Year 1708. this Affair was brought to a Happy

This "Gentleman was a good 
Philofopher and Mathematician,& no lefsFamous in France 
for his Microfcopical Difcoveries than M. Leuwenhoek in 
Holland. His Two Letters to Father Lamy, containing an 
Account of his Obfervations in that Kind , are very cu. 
riovs. He has alfo publifh’d fome other Letters, where. 
in one may find the moft Curious Things, that can be faid 
upon the Load-Srone, and the Declination of the Needle 
of a Sea-Compafs. His Cabinet was furnifh’d with ma. 
ny Curiofities : One of the moft remarkable was a Load. 
{tone with Four Poles, admired by every Body. Thofe 
Strangers, who vifited him in their way through this Ci- 
ty , were no lefs furprized at the Obfervations they made 
with his excellent Microfcope. M. du Puget was none of 
thofe Learned Men, who run into Libertinifm. He ufed 
to fay, that "tis impoflible for a Man, who has no Religi« 
on, to have a tree Probity ; and that whoever has nota 
true Probity, cannot have a true Senfe of Religion. His 
Charity towards the Poor was extraordinary. He main- 
tain’d feveral Families reduced to great Neceflity , whofe 
Condition did not allow them to beg. He died a Bache- 
lor, being almoft 80 Years old. He tias left his Library, 
confifting of choice Books, to the little College of the 
Jefuits. He has divided all his Curiofities among his 
Friends. M. de la Vallette, one of the moft beloved, has 
got his Load-Stones, and his Microfcope, which is ace 
counted one of the beft in the Kingdom. The Poor have 
not been forgotten. Beflides many Legacies for the Ufe 
of Hofpitals, he has fecured after his Death the Subfi- 
Py fome poor Families,which he maintain’d during
